TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  MONTANA  HIGHWAY  PATROL 
AND  THE  PEOPLE  OF  MONTANA  AT  LARGE: 


This  report  is  intended  to  set  forth  in  detail  the  activities  of 

the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  during  the  year  of  1942,  Jmat  it  is  more  than  an 
activity  report.   In  fact,  a  study  of  this  report  will  disclose  the  fact  that 
despite  the  reduction  in  speed  and  the  marked  drop  in  the  volume  of  traffic, 
death  still  rides  our  highway.  A 

Yes,  not  only  here  in  Montana  bjjt  throughout  the  nation  carelessness 
is  still  the  great  destroyer  of  human  life.  More  terrible  in  its  totals  and 
more  ghastly  in  its  maiming  of  human  bodies  than  the  scourge  of  war.  Our 
accident  record  here  in  Montana  is  much  better,  in  fact,  nearly  50/6  lower  than 
that  of  last  year  but  it  is  still  too  high. 

101  persons  have  been  killed  and  759  persons  injured  in  traffic 
accidents  here  in  Montana  during  1942.   Think  of  it;  860  persons  killed  and 
injured  as  a  result  of  our  carelessness  at  a  time  when  we  can  ill  afford  to 
lose  anyone  from  our  all-out  war  effort.  That  is  bad  enough,  but  in  addition 
to  this  casualty  list;  hundreds  of  cars  and  trucks  have  been  damaged,  many  of 
them  completely  destroyed  and  hundreds  of  irreplaceable  tires  have  been  ruined 
all  because  the  drivers  of  this  vital  equipment  have  been  careless  in  its 
operation. 

We  cannot  correct  the  mistakes  of  the  past,  but  we  can  glean  know- 
ledge from  our  past  mistakes  and  apply  this  knowledge  to  the  future  prevention 
of  the  recurrence  of  these  mistakes.  Let  us  profit  from  the  errors  that  we 
have  made  during  the  past  year  and  put  forth  new  and  sterner  efforts  in  our 
battle  against  this  senseless  destruction  of  life,  limb  and  material. 

To  you  of  the  Highway  Patrol,  I  appeal  for  more  and  harder  efforts  in 
our  campaign  of  enforcement  and  our  efforts  at  public  safety  education;  and 
to  you,  the  driving  public,  let  me  appeal  to  your  better  judgment,  your  love  of 
life,  and  above  all,  to  your  patriotism. 

"Accidents  help  the  Axis".   Let's  stop  this  aid  and  comfort  to  the 

enemy.
